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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner's Comments 

All remaining claims (1-10) are allowed. All other claims are cancelled. 

See file history, including but not limited to the latest filing from Applicant. The 
file history contains over a thousand pages. While not all of arguments of Applicant is 
convincing, the concern is whether the arguments meet the standards of patentability 
under MPEP. The ultimate determination of patentability is based on the entire record. 
Upon examination of the entire record, the standard is whether the preponderance of 
evidence points to patentability. Thus, the claims are allowed. 

This allowance is done despite the Office being convinced that the contents of 
Memorex reference (see previous Office Actions) is clearly prior art. Nevertheless, 
because Applicant's arguments as a whole (which has many other arguments from 
Applicant) do meet the preponderance of evidence, the claims are allowed. See MPEP 
2142.
